The majority of each committee re- 


flects the opinion of the majority of 
the House and the report o£ the major- 
ity is invariably adopted. Under Mr. 
Koed'a rules only a day or two is al- 
.lowed for the general discussion cf 
i bills which may involve millions upon 


millions of dollars and only a few 
members,'except those on the commit- 
tee, are permitted to dvsonss n bill 
»fter it is reported to the House. Tho 
importance, therefore, to a State of 
having a member of the Ways and 
Means Committee cannot bs ovev esti- 
mated. Though with the minority Mr. 
Newlands abilities are recognized by 
the majority and should he be honored 
with the appointment the Pacific coast 
will have a friend at court. 


The Ways and Means Committee is 


composed yt seventeen members, not 
ono of whom is from a State west of 
tho Missouri. The great West iliis been 
completely ignored in making up the 
committee and its 
interests 
have 


suffered in consequence. In justice to 
the vast territory west of the Missouri 
it should be represented on so import- 
ant a committee, and a more fitting 
person -for the placo than Mr. New- 


• lands could scarcely, be selected. Tt 


would be a deserved honor to the riiau 


i and a credit not only to Nevcda, but 


to the whole coast.

OKOUKKXi MINT WOKK. 


Two enterprising citizens started a 


mint at Los Angeles. In deference to 
the prejudices of tbe gold men against 
standard dollars., the Los Angeles mint 
confined its operations- exclusively to 
bait-dollars. The lynx-eyed detective?, 
however, were on the alert 
and 


"apotted" one of the mint operatives, 
and by shadowing him night and day 
succeeded in capturing his associate 
and the whole mint plant. The latter 
comprised dies, molds, metals and 
quite a sum of counterfeit 
CO'IE, all 


half-dollars. 


It is not stated whether the. metal 


used at the mint was of standard fine- 
ness or merely pewter and glass, but 
that will probably be developed at the 
trial. As complaints were made to the 
police by storekeepers that counterfeit 
half-dollars -were being passed upon 
them, the presumption is that the coins 
were not made of standard silver. 


Tbe authorities at Washington say 


that bogas coins are being minted in 
various parts of the country and that 
there Is a considerable amount of it in 
circulation. These coins are admittedly 
as good as those made in ttie United 
'States mints. 
Tbe workmanship is 


good, the metal is fine and the quantity 
the same an in the genuine coins. How 
to suppress those mints is a question 
tbat is now puzzling the authorities 
and the Secretary of the Treasury has 
been authorized to institute a series of 
experiments with a view o'f devising 
some method 
by which counterfeit 


coins cau be distinguished from those 
made by tbe Government 


It appears that the Carson mint, as 


conducted in tbe good old days when 
fealty to party covered a multitude of 
sine and protected scoundrels from 
merited punishment was not the only 
money making institution in the coun- 
try where crookedness .was practised 
and tbe Government defrauded. 


GLOOMY FOR KX-OFMCE HtfLDEBS.
